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In connection with study of Sedalia’s 


off-street parking problem, a sug g estion 


comes from an eastern city which has 


established a Park-Shop program. 


The plan enables parkers to have as 


much as a full day of free parking. It is 


sponsored by the city parking com mis­ 


sion in conjunction with the Chamber 
of Commerce. 


On municipally owned lots free park­ 
ing is paid for by merchants who stamp 
the shoppers’ parking tickets. One m er­ 
chant’s stamp entitles the shopper to 
one hour free parking. If another mer­ 
chant stamps the ticket, that will entitle 
the shopper to another hour, and so on. 
Merchants are billed at the end of the 
month. 


While this cooperative effort by the 
city and Chamber to encourage shop­ 
ping in the downtown district may re­ 
quire much more bookkeeping, the extra 


effort is considered worthwhile if it 
helps the community. 
This sounds like a tem pting plan for 
local shoppers and fits in nicely with 
Chamber 
sponsored 
dollar 
days 
and 
other specia l occasions. 
Sedalia now’ has only two municipal 
parking lots— one on East Fourth and 
one on West Second 
Additional ones 
will probably be acquired 
under new' 
leg isla tion which allows the city to buy 
parking sites, issue revenue bonds and 
also alloca te revenue from the on-street 
m eters to pay for the sites. 
This Park - Shop program is one de­ 
serving attention at the proper time— 
when the city has progressed a little 
further with providing more off-.street 
parking space. The plan could be intro­ 
duced as an experim ent then. 
Right at the moment, however, there 
is need to get the off-street parking areas 
bought and equipped for ser\ice. Sedalia 
needs them.

W’ASHINGTON — In a nation as health con­ 
scious as ours, the slipshod government inspec­ 
tion of some of the things we eat — poultry, 
for example—would amaze the average consum­ 
er. Here is a brief resume of little-known facts 
that will be brought out in a congressional in­ 
vestigation next year! 


More than 1.000.000,000 broUer chickens and 
61.000.000 turkeys are annually raised in the 
United States for consumer sale. 
The national 
poultry and egg income runs well over $4,000,- 
000,000 a year, making it the third largest source 
of farm income in the country. 


However, while more than m per cent of all 
red meats are processed for sale under federal 
ms^cUon, only 21 por cent of poultry „ inter- 
state commerce is inspected for wholesomeness 
and sanitation. 
Moreover, the inadequate in­ 
spection of poultry is purely voluntary. 
There's 
no obligation on the processor. 
If he does seek inspection, he must pay for it. 
But even when disea.sed poultry is rejected it 
may still wind up on someone’s table. 
In a 
recent report to Congress, not as yet made pub­ 
lic. the AFL meat cutters and butchers union 
cued the sale of 60.000 turkeys by a Brady. Tex., 
poultry plant. 
’’The Army rejected the turkeys because they 
had been hit by the 1954 Texas outbreak of 
psittacosis.” the AFL union charged. 
"But in­ 
stead of disposing of the carcasses, the processor 
sold them for consumer consumption. 
Public 
health authorities traced them to east coast 
cities—many of them carrying live psittacosis 
virus.” 
PMA Ineffective 
Pointing out that the production and marketing 
administration of the Department of Agriculture 
“ often permits the owner of a poultry business 
or one of his employees to serve as official san- 
harian and grader,” the .AFL report further 
charges: 
“ Actually, it is little wonder that the PMA 
has been ineffective in its inspection, for the 
PMA was not intended primarily to safeguard 
the public health. 
Instead, it was established to 
promote the marketing of poultry and other 
farm products.” 
The food and drug administration of the new 
department of health has the right to seize any 
adulterated food, but its hands have been tied 
by congressional fund slashing and the lack of 
an ironclad law for the compulsoiy inspection 
of poultry. 
Another government agency, the U. S. public 
health service, has found that one out of four 
cases of food poisoning, studied by the service, 
resulted from poultry or poultry products. The 
Hoover commission also urged that poultry be 
subjected to the same compulsory inspection as 
beef and other meats. 
.No Deaths In Congress 
For the first time in years there wa.sn't a 
single death in the House or Senate during the 
recent session. 
Air conditioning during the hu­ 
mid summer months could have had something 
to do with it. but Dr. George W. Calver. the 
Capitol physician, contends that congressmen 
have been “ taking better care of themselves.”

BUFFALO (N. Y.) NEWS. A ‘Rule’ to Scoff At. 
In an editorial the other day the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer ate a bit of humble pie for having de.scrib- 
ed sentences ending with prepositions as “ slop­ 
py writing” An alert profes.sor of English had 
pointed out that prepositional endings have been 
used by such “ sloppy writers” as the authors 
of the Bible, Shakespeare, Milton. Goldsmith, 
Hawthorne and many others. 
In fact, good authority has it that nearly all 
great English writers have been ending sen­ 
tences with prepositions for hundred.s of years, 
it is clearly the in.stinctive way to write and 
talk; “ What is he up to? ” instead of “ Up to 
what is he? ” 
Tlien where did the so-called ban on preposi­ 
tional endings come from? Dr. Rudolph Flesch, 
the readability expert, gave the answer in one 
of his bociks. 
It is nothing more than a super­ 
stition and comes originally from the fact that 
prepositio, 
in 
Latin, 
means something 
that 
“ comes before.” 
.\ rule against prepositional endings might 
make sense if we were ancient Romans speaking 
Latin, but in English it goes against every idio­ 
matic grain. 
Dr. Flesch quotes the better rule 
once laid down by a president of the National 
Council of Teachers of English who called a 
“ preposition a good word to end a sentence 
with.”
